w§ges of scrap metals for the steel 
Mnills is critical, thereby demanding 
the patriotic vigilance of every- 
one. 


The War Production Board is 


asking that the Hempstead county 
increase the flow of scrap, so the 
f^ernpstead County Salvage Com- 
mittee met on Wednesday after- 
noon, May 26, and made plans for 
a sustained drive throughout the 
county, inviting the services of the 
churches, chambers of commerce, 
public schools, city and county of- 
' Jicials, boy scouts, all civic clubs, 


professional men, business 'men and 
newspapers. 


The organizations presently col- 


lecting scrap are asked to increase 
their efforts and new organizations 
«.uch as the Boy Scouts, various 
Church organizations, home demon- 
stration clubs, and the like are ex- 
pected to get into the work in the 
very near future so as to get this 
program in operation as is expected 
of this county. 
.f\ The government is anxious that 
fair prices be paid for scrap, but is 
more insistent that the scrap be put 
into channels of production im- 
mediately. It is the duty of this 
organization to sec that all scrap 
available be put on this market as 
Capidly as possible from the few 
pounds around each household to 
the large scrap pile about the old 
mill site, so everyone is urged to 
immediately move their scrap with 
the least possible delay.

Confusion Worse 
Confounded 


Washington is a very, very busy 


city. Everybody there, with un- 
important exceptions, is working 
night and day to put over the most 
gigantic war program ever con- 
ceived. Officials, like their sub- 
ordinates, are harried and weary. 
It is understandable that at times 
they should become careless or 
temperamental or both. 


Conceding this, and all that it 


implies, nevertheless we must re- 
iterate and emphasize that Wash- 
ington's public relations are deteri- 
orating so rapidly as to constitute 
a menace to public morale. 


The last time this was pointed 


out, 
using the gasoline rationing 


tragi-eomedy as illustration, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt blamed the press. 
He said the correspondents' two- 
lo-five gallon a week prediction 
was a guess—intelligent, perhaps, 
but nevertheless a guess. The fact 
wns that the prediction came from 
a source in the Office of Price 
Administration which proved to 
be accurate. The ration started at 
three gallons. 


Harold Ickes and Leon Hender- 


son, with their statement that ra- 
tioning would be less rigorous than 
predicted in news stories, were 
made to look more than a little 
foolish. So was the President, with 
his attempt to blame the press. 


This now is history. It should 


not be revived but for the more 
recent and more harmful flurry 
over optimism about military op- 
erations. The Army and Navy join- 
ed in a statement which startled 
the better-informed observers with 
its cheerfulness. The secretary of 
state said that the war might be 
over sooner than we expected, with- 
out saying whose .expectations he 
had in mind, or how pessimistic 
they had been. 


These things were timed, presum- 


ably by accident, to coincide with 
reports of correspondents released 
from internment in Germany and 
Italy, who told about the internal 
difficulties confronting Hitler and 
Mussolini. 


Then "a high official," Secre- 


tary Hull and finally the President 
had to dash cold water on the pub- 
lic, so that we wouldn't consider 
the war already won. 


One who follows these situations 


closely can not escape feeling that 
the self-contradiction in the govern- 
ment's news "policy" arises from 
confusion of goals. 


Everybody, from the President 


down, is anxious to keep us at fever 
heat in the production, financing, 
recruiting, 
fighting 
programs.

Red Army Holds 
Initiative on 
All War Fronts 


Moscow — (IP)— German troops 


arc being forced to give ground 
In both the Izyum-Barvenkova and 
Kharkov sectors, the Russians de- 
clared Thursday indicating that the 
initiative on both the major battle- 
fronts of the Ukraine was firmly 
in the hands of the Red army. 


Front line dispatches said that 


the Germans, blocked in their of- 
fensive in the Izyum-Barvenkova 
area, were trying to dig in on new 
defense lines but constant pres- 
sure from the counter attacking 
Russians was forcing them to fall 
back. 


From their own freshly fortified 


lines before Kharkov the Russians 
said they were pushing forward. 
The Red army battled fiercely ov- 
ernight against German tanks and 
infantry forces in both sectors and 
reported that before Kharkov one 
3-day battle had burned or other- 
wise knocked out 46 German tanks. 


Soviet information bureau an- 


nounced 2,400 more Germans were 
slain in the repulse of the flank- 
ing attack in the southern thea- 
ter and that 200 died in tanks new- 
ly burned or wrecked in the Khar, 
kov battle. 


Chinese Deny 
Fall of Kinhwa 


By the Associated Press 
Chinese headquarters late Thurs 


day denied an official Tokyo claim 
that Japanese troops climaxed a 
200 mile advance in 10-days had 
captured the city of Kinhwa" cap- 
ital of the eastern seaboard pro- 
vince of Chekiang. 


The Chinese spokesman announc 


ed that the city still was in Chinese 
hands after heavily reinforced Jap- 
anese attacks had been driven off. 
Heavy losses on both sides were 
acknowledged as the fighting ragec 
around the wall of Kinhwa, chie 
target of the Japanese sweep down 
the coast below Shanghai. 


Even 10,000 Japanese reinforce 


ments failed to subdue the Chinesi 
defenders the Chinese dispatches 
said. 


Chinese dispatches failed to con 


firm the Japanese claim. Thej 
said Chinese defenders were firm- 
ly entrenched on the outskirts of 
Kinhwa and were holding at last 
reports but admitted the city was 
in grave danger. 


A Japanese army spokesman said 


that more than 300,000 
Chinese 


troops were concentrated in Che- 
kiang theater and the fall of Kin- 
hwa meant military collapse. 


Far across China in the south- 


west Chinese dispatches reported 
that Chinese troops had flung Jap- 
anese invasion columns into head 
long retreat and encircled them at 
Lungling, Burma road west of the 
Salween river after recapturing two 
towns to the south of Lungling. 


Axis Drive in 
Libya 15 Miles 
FromTobruk 


Cairo —(IP)— The sudden Axis 


offensive eastward in the Libyan 
desert has driven to within 15 
miles of the key British defensive 
stronghold of Tobruk despite the 
repulse at both flanks, it was dis- 
coscd Thursday. 


This indicated an advance of a- 


Dout 30 mies past the British for- 
ward defense inc which stretched 
between Bir Hacheim and Ain el 


azala. 
An RAF communique disclosed 


the depth of these thrusts by Mar- 
shal Erwin Rommel's German-Ital- 
ian tanks. 


It said the British flyers'bomb- 


ed the enemy armored 
forces 


throughout Wednesday in the El 
Adem and Bir Hacheim areas. 


El Adem is 15 miles south of To- 


bruk. Bir Hacheim is 50 miles to 
the southwest. 


An authoritative British state- 


ment was issued later stating that 
enemy presence in the El Adem 
area was not of great significance 
and did not mean a breakthrough 
since in the nature of desert fight- 
ing there is no defense line in the 
usual sense. 


Earlier the British high command 


said that Axis 'attacks were in 
four main columns and that one 
was directed before Bir Hacheim 
and another south of Ain El Gazala 
which 
had 
been repulsed with 


heavy casualties. 


Between these extremities two 


other Axis columns were bejng 
heavily engaged, the Army ccim- 
munique said. 


The RAF announcement placed 


these forces even deeper than the 
army had intimated but said that 
all-day bombing wrecked trans- 
port vehicles.

Expects Air 
Attack on U.S. 


Washington(XP)—Secretary Stim- 


son said Thursday the War De- 
partment considered a Japanese 
air raid on the United States to 
be inevitable as a retaliation blow 
for Brig. Gen. James Doolittle's 
attack on Tokyo and other Japanese 
cities. 


The secretary told his press con- 


ference the army was doing every- 
thing possible to meet the expected 
attack was anticipated on the west 
coast. 


"Whatever happens we shan't re- 


lax our most effective defense pre- 
parations for a major offensive." 


He also told questioners that de- 


spite the great distance the east 
coast lies from Japan an attack 
on the nation capital was not in 
conceivable. 


He did not disclose the possibility 


of an attack by Japan's Axis part- 
ners. 


"The loss of face Japan suffered 


from the army air attack led by 
General Doolitlle made vengeance 
blows inevitable," he contended.

7. Who committed the crime? 


(This answer is evolved slowly 
from a list of suspects.) 


Things for the crime investigator 


to keep in mind, Sergeant Temple- 
ton said, are: 


1. Observation. 
2. Deduction. 
3. Application. 
And there are three kinds of evi- 


dence to be reckoned with, he con- 
tinued: 


1. Direct or exhibited evidence— 


the most powerful of all. 


2. Oral evidence, as drawn from 


witness on the stand. 


3. Evidence of opinion, or so- 


called expert testimony from per- 
sons properly qualified by the court 
to speak on specialized subjects 
such as hand-writing, gun-mark- 
ings on bullets, fingerprints, etc.

Farmers Urged 
to Harvest All 
Legume Seed 


In view of a price of at least 11V4 


are 
strongly urged by Oliver L. Adams, 
county agent, to harvest all of the 
winter legume seed possible for 
both home use and for sale. 


With the price of 10 cents a 


pound for clean hairy vetch seed 
guaranteed the Oregon producers 
and with freight and other costs 
amounting to 1% cents a pound or 
more, it appears likely that clean 
hairy vetch seed will cost the Ar- 
kansas farmer at least 11V4 cents 
a pound next fall. On the other 
hand, there is an increased need for 
growing nitrogen by planting winter 
legumes rather than buying it, be- 
cause of the prospects for an even 
greater shortage of nitrogen ferti- 
lizers next year the agent said. 


Farmers who harvest more vetch 


seed than they need for their own 
plantings are urged to have their 
seed cleaned and tested, un order 
to get full market value. Since 
Arkansas — grown seed are harvest- 
ed about six weeks earlier than 
Oregon vetch, there should be a 
considerable demand for Arkansas 
seed by the seed trade where the 
seed are clean and are concentrated 
in larg enough quantities for ef- 
ficient and economical handling by 
the seedsmen. However, seedsmen 
cannot afford to pay market prices 
of clean seed for uncleaned and 
untested seed. 


• Farmers wanting information on 
harvesting and cleaning vetch, Aus- 
trian pea, white clover, bur clover, 
and hop clover are urged to get in 
touch with county agentkcetion 9 
touch with County Agent, Oliver L. 
Adams. 


Negroes Start 
Food Program 


Much emphasis is being put on 


the food and feed program for 
home consumption in the Mt. Ma- 
riah, McCaskill and Blevins negro 
communities. In a series of even- 
ing class meetings for adults, the 
farmers have all agreed to grow 
more food and feed crops this 
yea rthan ever before. In spite of 
the constant rainfall, we have a 
number of good gardens, with veg- 
etables almost ready for canning. 


Farmers are asked to apply to 


the local Rationing Board for their 
supply of sugar for canning pur- 
poses. 
Many farm women have 


gathered wild berries in their can- 
ning programs in previous years, 
but they arc not gathering many 
berries and wild fruit now, because 
they are uncertain as to when the 
sugar may be obtained for can- 
ning. 


The tomatoes and cucumber pro- 


jects show much improvement over 
previous visits. But the farmers 
must keep in mind that in order to 
get reasonable yields from these 
projects, they must 
be 
treated 


against insects and diseases. 
For 


the best results in tomato produc- 
tion they should be pruned and 
staked. 


This is our year for a 
record 


breaking broiler season. The-farm- 
ers of the Mt. Mariah, Blevins, Mc- 
Caskill and adjoining communities, 
have promised to grow plenty of 
yellow corn, peas, and small grain 
in preparation for this all out pro- 
duction of poultry and poultry pro- 
ducts.

County Men to 
Attend State 
Grading School 


Earl Allen and D. E. Mobley of 


Hempstead county will attend n 
state-wide egg-grading school to be 
held by the Extension Service of the 
University of Arkansas College ol 
Agriculture in Little Rock, June 2, 
3, and 4, Miss Mary Claude Fletch- 
er and Oliver L. Adams, county 
extension agents, have announced. 


Purpose of the school, accord- 


ing to the extension agents, is to 
train employes of egg dealers and 
others to grade eggs by official 
U. S. standards. 
Persons who 


complete the course successfully 
will be issued licenses to grade 
eggs by official government stand- 
ards. 


Instructors 
for 
the three-day 


school will include J. O. Kumpc, 
assistant extension economist in 
marketing; S. A. Moore, extension 
poultryman; and Frank J. Santo, 
associate marketing specialist of 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


The school, which follows a scries 


of area egg-grading schools held 
in the state, the agents explained, 
is a part of the Extension Service's 
Program to aid Arkansas farmers 
dispose of surplus eggs produced 
in cooperation with the Food-for- 
Victory program. The lack of a 
state-wide egg-grading program, 
they said, has made it difficult for 
farmers to market surplus eggs 
since many important market out- 
lets accept only graded eggs . 


Because of the lack of an egg- 


grading system in the state, 16 cars 
containing 400 cases each of graded 
eggs were shipped into Arkansas 
in April, and approximately 12 cars 
in March although state farmers 
were finding it difficult to market 
the surplus eggs they had on hand, 
thp agents said. 


By training egg handlers to grade 


eggs by U. S. Standards and by as- 
sisting farmers in organizing local 
marketing programs, the Exten- 
sion Service is setting up machin- 
ery that will enable farmers to find 
new market outlets for their eggs. 
The marketing machinery will also 
be used to dispose of other surplus 
products produced in cooperation 
with 
the 
Food-for-Vic lory cam- 
paign. 


In 
connection 
with the egg- 


marketing 
school, 
a 
state-wide 


meeting of egg dealers will be held 
in Little 
Rock 
at 
the Pulaski 


county courthouse at 8 p. m., Wed- 
nesday evening, June 3. The deal- 
ers will meet with Extension of- 
ficials to develop definite plans for 
putting Arkansas-produced federal- 
graded eggs on the market in Ar- 
kansas stores.
